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SOME  ASSUMPTIONS  REGARDING  AUDIENCE  ATTENTION 

All  of  KPFK's  programs  are  intended  to  explore  subjects  without 
reservation  due  to  some  presumption  of  the  audience's  ignorance  or  in- 
attentiveness. 

The  much-argued  characteristic  of  American  radio  which  finds 
"serious"  subjects  treated,  if  at  all,  in  a  way  that  will  accommodate  any 
degree  of  indolence  in  the  listener,  has  arisen  from  the  prior  belief  that 
the  radio  audience  consists  in  numbers.  Obviously  a  broadcasting  industry 
based  upon  competition  for  the  greatest  numbers  of  audience  must  reach 
for  minimal  norms  of  programming,  real  or  imagined,  and  must  battle  as 
well  as  it  can  against  the  probable  indifference  of  the  majority,  or  against 
the  majority's  possible  preference  for  a  competitor's  product.  Without 
arguing  the  merits  of  this  widespread  "philosophy"  of  communications, 
we  attempt  to  express  an  essentially  opposite  view.  The  audience  is 
believed  to  consist  of  an  individual,  whose  intention  is  to  listen.  The 
listening  individual  is  assumed  to  have  an  alertness,  an  intelligence,  an 
interest  and  an  attention-span  commensurate  with  those  of  the  persons 
preparing  and  airing  the  program.  There  is  no  wish  to  persuade  persons  in 
the  audience  to  listen  beyond  the  range  of  their  interests  or  at  the  sacrifice 
of  their  pre-occupations.  The  number  of  persons  who  might  be  expected  to 
listen  to  a  given  program  at  a  given  hour  is  not  a  governing  criterion  fo'' 
either  its  method  of  presentation  or  its  scheduling.  The  station  is  frankly 
against  "background"  programming,  especially  in  music,  and  urges  com- 
plete selectivity  in  its  audience.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  hopeful  assumption  that  the 
radio  will  be  turned  off,  or  to  another  frequency,  when  KPFK's  particular 
program  has  less  than  a  compelling  value  for  the  audience  of  one. 

With  this  freedom  from  the  norm-seeking  of  conventional  radio,  the 
station  tries  to  treat  its  program  subjects  much  as  a  serious  journal  might. 
Some  subjects  can  be  explored  in  half  an  hour;  others  require  an  hour, 
or  two,  or  a  series  of  programs.  If  a  program  is  worthwhile,  it  follows  that 
if  no  large  number  of  "mass"  audience  listens,  a  fewer  number  do  listen 
and  benefit  appreciably.

On  the  evening  of  the  3rd,  at  8:30,  Mrs.  Barbara  Reynolds  tells  how 
her  family  sailed  into  the  nuclear  testing  grounds  and  what  she  and  her 
husband  are  now  doing  in  Hiroshima,  where  the  family  lives  aboard  a 
yacht. 

Whether  you  believe  in  flying  saucers  or  not,  we  think  you  will  be 
intrigued  to  hear  what  believers  and  sceptics  have  to  say  on  the  subject 
on  the  3rd;  that's  at  10:30. 

On  Sunday,  the  8th,  we  have  two  programs  of  particular  note.  ISSUES 
OF  AAAN  AND  HIS  ENVIRONMENT  (6:00)  is  the  first  in  the  series  of  dis- 
cussions by  eminent  men  on  the  great  issues  of  conscience  in  modern 
medicine.
